About Deadly 


POISONS

T T7 7ITHIN the past few weeks the -world of science 
\ / 
has come face to face with, an entirely new 


* * 
set ol facts which are 'beyond its power to 


explain. 
Some of the most instantaneously deadly 


poisons known to chemistry have been found quite 
harmless to certain fanas ol life. There have recently^ 
been noticed several instances -where certain insects 
have shown wonderful resistance when placed in situa- 
tlons in -which other varieties would instantly die. 


The law of special adaptation does not solve the 


problem, for special adaptation is only acquired 
through Ions periods of time and .the breeding of gen- 
eration, after generation of creatures. Thus fn the 
ease of'the worm that lives in the California crude 
petroleum, for instance, it Is known, of course, that 
petroleum was discovered in California only a few 
years ago and there has been no opportunity, for the 
taw a£ adaptation or acquired Immunity to become 


Scientists Entirely Stumped by tne Revelation That Many Creatures LIVE and BREED in Virulent POISONS 


Science is stumped; »aat !t has Just dis- 


covered il cannot explain upon any rational hypo- 
thesis. 


If a chemist were aeked 10 name the- most power- 


ful poison he would instantly say hydrocyanic acid 
(prussio add); yet there exists a family of small but- 
terflies, or moths, scientifically known as the Zygoenl- 
dae, which are not affected by this powerful poison. 
They are the only living animals which are Immune 
to this deadly gas. It will be remembered that this 
is the poison which Richeson used to murder his 
sweetheart. Avis LinnelJ, by giving her a capsule of 
potassium cyanide. When the capsule dissolved in 
the stomach the gastric juice acted on the potassium 
cyanide and formed free prussic acid. 


Dr. Shulze, of the University of Berlin, has recently 


made two observations which appear to snoir. almost 
miraculous powers of resistance. 
(See JSoologischer 


Anzeiger, vol. 39, page 199.) 
A student at the Uni- 


versity of Berlin wished to study some .Hottentot 
heads, and had the heads sent to him from Germa^. 
South Africa,

them and the boxes sealed. When these boxes were 
opened in Berlin a great number of tiny flies i«w our.- 
•which were identified as the ordinary "fruit fiy" which 
collects about over-ripe bananas and grapes (scientific 
Drosophila rubrosirta-tay.

markable was the fact that great numbers of the 
larvae were found swimming about in the preserving 
fluid., Fearing that the heads would be injured by ti« 
larvae, a saturated solution of formaldehyde was 
.poured over the heads, but the larvae -were uninjured.

the solution, bat they pupated and produced living 
flies. 


The occurrence of plants -which live upon insects 


which they capture is well known. Some of these 
plants have appendage* which, aot as traps. The Hd 
of the trap lie* open, but when an insect walks insida 
of the danger line the Hd snaps ehut and too plant 
digests its-prey. When the digestion is complete the 
trap opens for another victim. There are five species 
of flies however (3 cnllclds, 1 phorids, and 1 an- 
thomyild), which lay their eggs -in the digestive fluid 
of the pitcher plants, and the larvae live here, feed- 
ing on the luckless Insects which are captured. These 
larvae are not digested because they secrete a fluid 
which renders the digestive fluid harmless to them.

Each gallon of this water con- 
tains nearly.» pound and a half of washing soda, and 
large quantities of the water are evaporated te order 
to obt*in>is sod*. Contrary to all Motions.this 
' like contains an abundance of animal life, bat all of 


one sort namely, the larvae of a fly (Epftydrw olfcs- 
ft'sta). These larvae occur in countless numbers, sa 
that after a storm they are washed ashore by the 
bushel. The Indians collect them after storms And 
, also .by means of dragging screens, or closely -woven 
baskets, through the^water, and dry them in the sun. 
They are then ground and baked into a bread -which 
the Indiana call "Koo-cha-bee." 


It has lately been noticed (Science voL 35, p. 133) 


that great numbers of a tiny larva© were to t* found 
in the crude petroleum ot California, after it had been 
exposed to the open air for a .time. These larvae are 
those of the "oil Sy" iPsilopa petroli). The adi^ta ap- 
parently deposit the eggs outside of the oil and tha 
maggots enter the'* oil as soon as they hatch. The 
probability is, inasmuch as they feed upon dead flies 
and other insects, that they found the oil to be a 
certain source of abundant,, food material, furnished 
by-other insects which had been killed by falling into 
the oil The resistant, powp™ or these larraa Is al- 
most past belief, for they live fqr more than: twenty- 
four hours when placed.in inure gasoline or kerosene. 


Perhaps Science 'will soon furnish us with more of 


these instances of the ability, to overcome almost 
sure;death.' The entire question arouses such, a great. 
field for speculation that we "are almost bewildered. 
The nTiery at once arises "how did these special 
groups develop, and by what power are they immune?" 
Tike, for instace, the "oil fly." Until recently it-wu 
unknown and certainly could not have always lived 
in the oil. for the oil fields of California are of, a very 
recent date. We hays therefore, possibly, a well 
known fly adapting itself to the new conditions, and. 
by means of this change, so changing Its nature §o aa 
to appear-to be & new variety. As to why It is in> 
mune as yet there Is no answer.

The danger of draughts lies in 
the fact that they do not permit the body to 
protect Itselt from them, for the circulation 
of tie blood covers the -whole body, and there 
Is no means -whereby It can flow rapidly to 
one portion of the body exposed to draught 
and more slowly to another part better pro- 


. tected.". .Hence a draught, even though-the air 
'be not extremely, cold, is more dangerous than 
" a -walk out of doors in freezing weather.

Bat remember that gradual toss of the hair is one 


of -the penalties we pay for our civilization. Some em- 
inent authorities claim this to bo the real cause. Then, 
again, men do not take the same care of their scalps 
as girls or .women. -A man generally waits until middle 
life before thinking about it 
Then it is too late. 


The life of each single hair Is about^three years. 


They are constantly being replaced by new hairs. Now, 
when the barber shows you some bairs on the comb 
and tells you that your hair is falling out—so that he 
.can sell you some, "hair tonic"—just tell him you know 
it; that about.fifty hairs a day must tall out to make 
room for the new hairs. 
If you have .not. carefully, 


brushed your hair for a day or so he will have quite a 
lot of cast-oS hairs to show you. You commence,, to 
worry. Worry upsets your physical balance, and then, 
we have another frequent cause for hurrying on the 
natural; process of baldness.

There is 
nothing so laughable as well as pitiable as to see a maa 
of sixty frying throush dyes and *false toir to look 
thirty—he will look to the good -woman like eighty 
years of age—In his dotage, AH hair dyes contain lead. 
Lead is a poison and readily absorbed by the skin.

The barber who first thought ot applying a hot towel 
to the face did not know this physiologic fact Plach. 

Blsek and blue 
spots, of cowp«. The skin contains the tiniest Mood 
vessels. They are so tender that the slightest squeeze 
breaks them. The blood'.from the veins runs oat under 
tha akin and remains tiers until absorbed.

What tlie LAW Is About CHANGING lour NAME 


N 


OW and thea, for spme reason or an- 


other, a person, may;, want to change 
his or, her iame. It' is commonly be- 


lieved that .you must go to court and have 
your name changed by. ,some bothersome 
process of law. But that's all a mistake; Us 
th'e easiest thing in the world to change your 
name as has just been settled by the New 
York Court of 4Ppeals., 


Mr. Fuller Booz, for Instance, having en- 


dured thirty years of'ridicule on account of 
his unfortunate name, finally applied to the 
Court to have it changed to Fulton Booth, 
while Heinric'h, Schwarafenpfefferkopf makes 
a,similar application"o<ft of consideration for 
his friends."".' 


Sometimes, however, • applications of this 


kind ,arev rejected by. tie courts on the 
grpurid that the reasons advanced for making 


• them are "not sufficient, while acme judges 
,,put.thejr 'rejection.,on; th,ft, somewhat anoma- 
lous ground that if the applicant wants to 
change, his .name .there i8;-tiothing to prevent 


. him: from .doing.:sp,,without applying to the 
courts at all, although Uft' Neiv -York and,in 
most of the, other States,>there are long and 
intricate.statutes .prescribing the rigmarole 
through which one-roust RO' who would 
change his name Arough.tho medium of the 


•'court*. '••

Tn New York, however, the question has 


now-been definitely'decided by .the Court ot 
Appeal*, which ba» declared that any one 


who wishes to change his nsme for any or ao 
reason, may do so without going through any 
formality at all. • Indeed, the Court pointed 
out that those who apply to the courts for 
permission to change their names and'-get it 
are really worse off than those who take 
French leave, so to speak, and change their 
names without applying to the courts at all, 
for the latter may thereafter change their 
names again as many times 88 they like, 
while those who obtain an order .from the 
Court for the purpose, must thereafter be 
known by the name thus assumed "'ind by 
no other name." 


The litigation which resulted in the Court 


of Appeals decision grew out of an accident 
Insurance policy taken out by ono Maurice 
W. Mansfield, in his application for the in- 
surance, Maurice Mansfield had warranted 
that that was his full name. Some time, after 
the policy was taken out, Mansfield acci- 
dentally killed himself while hunting, and a 
suit ^started by his estate against the 
accident company for $5,000 was .resisted en 
the ground that Mansfield was.- not- thp. in- 
aured's real name, and 3i« had therefore made 
. a false warranty, thus making the.poiicy. void. 


On' the trial, it appeared that the insured 


was born Myron W. ,Maynard, but that in 
1892, when he was twenty-two years old, he 
had adopted tho name used by him in bis 
application tor the accident policy some nine 


years afterward, and had used it continu- 
ously ever-since.. 


Upon that statement of facts, the jury 


•found ln.f*vor of the lnsured!s estate. The 
insurance company took the case up to 
< the 


Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
which affirmed the decision 'of the lower 
court, and-the insurance company took It up 
to the court ot last resort, the Court of Ap- 
peals, with the .result that it was again de- 
feated. 


In decidiug the case. Judge Irving G. Vann, 


ot the Court of Appeals, wrote a very 
entertaining opinion, in which he-pointed out 
numerous cases ; iu history and literature 
where famous men had forsaken- the names 
of their birth for others of their own choos- 
ing. 


"While the legal name of a person," he 


declared, "now consists ot^a. given name, or 
ona given by his parents, and a surname, or 
one descending .from them, history shows 
that this was not always the case. 


"In the early life ot all races, surnames 


were unknown, while given names have been 
used from the most distant times to identity 
and distinguish a particular individual from 
his fellows. 
"In England, surnames were unknown until 


about the tenth 'century, and-"they: did not 
come into general use or become hereditary 


until many years later. At flrat they were 
used, sometimes for an easy method of iden- 
tification, 
and 
at others from 
accident, 


caprice, taste and a multitude of other 
causes. Thus, the son oJ John or Peter be- 
came known as John's or Peter's son, and 
finally as Johnson and Peterson aside "from 
his given name. 
."It is well known that the name meaning 
'son' In different languages, such as Flu 
or Mao was prefixed to thp Christian name 
of the father to give tho son a surname, and 
*O' to give one to the grandson, and ttm* 
we have the names Fitzgerald, MacDonous*". 
O'Brien, and many others. 
: 


"The history ot literature and art 
fur- 


nishes many examples of men wh6. aban-- 
doned the name ot tlioir youth and chose UIB 
one made Illustrious by their writings or 
paintings." 


Judge Vann then glvea a long list of sucft 


instances, mentioning that Bembrnnt's name 
was originally Gerretz; Balzac's, GueafHenry, 
Irving's, John H. Broadrib; Maurice Barry- 
more's. Herbert Lythe; Henry M. Stanley's. 
John Rowlands; Brander Malthews's, James 
B. Matthews; Bayard Taylor's, James B. Tay- 
lor; Whltelaw. Reid's, Jacob W. Reid; Ulysses 
Grant's, Hiram TJ. Grant; Groyer Cleveland's. 
Stephen G.- Cleveland, and Voltaire. Mollere, 
Dante, Petrarch,-Richelieu, .Loyola, Erasmus 
and Lianaeu's wei-o all ajsadmed namea.
